THE INFLUENZA EPIDEMIC. 
Influenza seems at last to have touched its 


highest point of mortality, and is now on the 
wane. he registrar-general’s return tor 
the week shows an appreciable abate- 


ment in the virulence of the plague, although 


its proportions are still forinidable enough. | 


Deaths within the metropolitan area pri- 
marily attributable to influenza, which had 
continually risen from 19 to 506 in the prece- 
ding five weeks, fell to435—a decrease of 70 on 
the highest figures recorded. ‘To the 435 have 
also to be added 71 cases in which influenza 
was noted as a secondary cause. Maladies of 
the respiratory orgaus are also loss severe 
than during the previous weeka. 
return gave 1,465 deaths due to these causes 
which proved a considcrable augmentatio: 
on the figures of the previous fortnight, but 
during the past week only 1,192 were recorded, 
a decrease of 273. Even with this ameliora- 


tiom’the total of the week exceeded by 651! 


4,355, the former being 154 below and the 
latter 1,471 above the average numbers in the 


corresponding weeks of the last ten years. | 
The death rate, which had been 328, 40, and!

‘This is still greatly in ex- 
cess of the ordinary mortality, but may be 
gratefully accepted as an indication that the 
inflnenza has passed its worst point.

sand, or 15'5 above the mean rate in the 
corresponding periods in the preceding ten 
years, Other towns show a similarly gratify- 
ing abatement of the affliction, but among 
them all Brighton exhibits the most 
striking instance of abatement. There 
the death-rate in the last return reached 
the utterly abnorinal figure of 60'9, a consider- 
able increase over that of the preceding 
week. but it has now mado an enormous drop 
tu 248. This is the lowest figure reached for 
some time past, and is not much more than 
the usual average.
